Star Reiterates Che Truth of the State- 
ments Made by General Miles, and 
Declares Them a Matter of Record. 
Kansas City, 
Mo., Aug. 30.—The 


j Star prints 
an 
exclusive 
dispatch 


from Mr, J. D. Whelpley, its spec- 
ial correspondent who has just re- 
turned from Porto Rico, bearing upon 
the 
Miles-Alger 
controversy. 
Mr. 


Whelpley takes occasion to deny the 
statement that his recently published 
interview in Porto Rico with General 
Miles, wherein the latter was quoted as 
casting reflections upon the war de- 
partment, was not genuine, and in sup- 
port of the statement already made by 
it The Star prints interesting telegrams 
that passed between the war depart- 
ment and Generals Miles and Shafter 
on the points at issue. 


"Doubt is expressed by some," says 


Mr. Whelpley, "as to whether General 
Miles ever said these things 1 credit 
him with. Others suggest he may have 
said them in confidence which was be- 
trayed. I feel confident General Miles 
will stand by the interview referred to. 


"My talk with him was not confi- 


dential. I went to him as a newspaper 
reporter, for the avowed and express 
purpose of securing an interview. There 
was no reservations from publication 
In the conversation. This is proved by 
his refusal to answer some questions 
which he would have answered had this 
been so. There was no hint of confi- 
dence. 


"In 
this 
instance, 
however, no 


question of veracity need arise. Gen- 
eral Miles himself, even if he so de- 
sired, could not conceal the proof of all 
he said. It is written in the records of 
the war department and it not only 
n£«d£ a^learjng away of Jnconsequen- 
tlal matter to tell the story clearly and 
in-full. 


"General Miles in his interview In 


The Star makes several distinct state- 
ments, one to the effect that he was 
commanding general of all "the Ameri- 
can armies, first, last and all the time, 
in Washington, in Tampa, in Cuba, in 
Porto Rico, or anywhere else he might 
be. 


"He charges General Corbin with 


sending a secret dispatch to General 
Shafter contrary to this. He charges 
the war department with mutilating 
and even suppressing parts or the 
whole of certain messages in their 
transmission to the public, thus putting 
him and his relations to the army in a. 
false light to the people at home. 


"He charges that his recommenda- 


tions in_-regard to moving- the tropps 
from Santiago was disregarded, this 
disregard leading to fjrave consequen- 
ces. He* recites 'the fact that General 
Shafter disobeyed orders in occupying 
fever infected houses and allowing 
Cuban refugees to mix with the Ameri- 
can troops. 


"Finally he claims that Washington 


allowed the plans of his Porto Rico 
campaign to lealk out to such an ex- 
tent -as to render them useless and 
dangerous. 


"It need* only a glance at the official 


records of the war department to show 
each and every one of these charges to 
be truth, and to throw much additional 
light on the. situation. 


"On the - fourth of July General 


Shafter sent dispatches to Wash- 
ington showing1 the deplorable 
con- 


dition of ' affairs in and about San- 
tiago. 
It was this situation, which 


determined General Miles to "go to 
Cuba. 
The day he sailed with rein- 


forc^nents, July 7. he sent a telegram 
of instruction to General Shafter. and 
on July 11 he arrived and assumed 
charg^ of the forces, the dispatches 
from the secretary of war thereafter 
being sent to Miles, Shafter not being 
mentioned. 


"In the face of this situation. Secre- 


tary Alger. through General Corbin, 
sent a dispatch to General Shafter as- 
suring him that General Miles did not 
come lo Cuba to supersede Shafter in 
any way. Thas dispatch General Miles 
refers to as 'secret,' for he says he 
did not know it had been sent, not be- 
ing- notified from Washington and Gen- 
eral Shafter saying nothing about It 
After the surrender General Miles still 
retained control. He authorized Shaf- 
ter tn appoint peace commissioners. 
and ludgin^ from Shatter's report 
that a % was over he instructed him as

USE MASSACHUSETTS FISHERMEN 


Will Urge the Arbitrators to Make a 


a Reciprocity Arrangement With 
New "Foundland—The Advocates of a 
Monument to Montgomery Active. 
Quebec, Aug. 31.—The work of the 


arbitration commission is evidently in- 
creasing. Each day more time is de- 
voted to the sessions, and last night 
the American commissioners canceled 
all social engagements and held a ses- 
sion by lamp light. WTiat they are dis- 
cussing or what was discussed at their 
long joint session yesterday is not 
known. Today a number of gentlemen 
from various parts of the United States 
are expected here, but the commis- 
sioners will not disclose what Interest 
these gentlemen will represent. 


The Gloucester (Mass.) fishermen 


have applied for a hearing before the 
American delegation, and a representa- 
tive of their interest* jwill, probably be 
heard today or tomorrow. In fact, it 
is known that the fisheries question has 
already been taken up and has been 
given considerable attention in the dis- 
cussions. 


The Gloucester fishermen, will, It Is 


said, favor a reciprocity; arrangement 
with New Foundlaodj *W?J«reby they 
will be abfe'to'eet bait from the New 
Foundiand waters wUhout paying the 
license- fee of $1.50 per ton uCon 'all 
American fishing vessels entering New 
Foundland waters for bait. No doubt 
the Gloucester fishermen will be fa- 
vorable to removing the half cent per 
pound duty now imposed upon all Can- 
adian and New Foundland fish entering 
American ports for the privilege of 
free entry into New Foundland waters 
for bait. It is impossible for the Ameri- 
can fishermen to prosecute successfully 
deep water fishing without the bait 
from New Foundland, and the New 
Foundland fishermen are very anxious 
to sell their codfish in American mar- 
kets free of duty. 


The New Foundland papers and peo- 


ple say that they will probably have 
little difficulty in making an equitable 
agreement with the United States in 
the fishery questions, but they ques- 
tion if the United States and Canada 
will be so easily to asree. While the 
Canadian 
fishermen 
are 
equally 


anxious 'to put their fish into the 
American market duty free, they have 
little to give in return except the aboli- 
tion of the three mile limit inside of 
which the American fifishermen are not 
permitted to go on the Canadian side. 


A matter which was not mentioned 


in the general protocol will probably 
soon be brought to the attention of the 
American commissioners. They will be 
asked to consider the question 'of a 
monument for General Montgomery, 
who was killed here while leadtncr a 
detachment of American troops in 1775. 
A small taWetin the rock by the road- 
side bearing the words. "Here fell 
Montgomery." . is all that has ever 
marked the spot where he met his 
death. He was killed just In the out- 
skirts of the lower town, near the river 
bank, and not far from the spot where 
General Wolfe's army climbed the 
steep bluff on the night before the bat- 
tle on the Plains of Abraham in 1759. 


Several times during the past half 


century efforts have been made by dif- 
ferent American societies to have some- 
thing done in the way of erecting a 
suitable memorial to the memory of the 
American. These efforts have failed. 
The Canadians have aJways contended 
that it was not exactly the proper thing 
lo erect on the ""sacred soil of Quebec" 
a monument to the leader of an invad- 
ing army. Only a few years since the 
Society of the Sons of the Revolution 
asked pcrraision to erect the monu- 
ment here, but failed. Now a great 
grandnephew of General Montgomery. 
Dr. Llston Montgomery, of Chicago, has 
undertaken the patriotic task, and will 
appeal to the American commissioners 
to Improve this opportunity for prop- 
erly honoring the memory of his illus- 
trious ancestor. 
Dr. Montgomery's 


letter. It is understood, is now in the 
hands of the commission.

Governor Black Denounces Stories 


of Soldiers' Starving, 


BUT POINTS OUT SOME DEFECTS, 


Says the Division Hospital in Which 


the Sick Soldiers of the Ninth. New 
York AreQu*.rteved 1^ lu a Bad Con- 
dition. 
Chattanooga, 
Aus. 
31.—Governor 


Black, of New York, was seen last 
night by an newspaper representative 
and asked as to the conditions as he 
found them in thfe camps of the New 
York regiments, as well as those at di- 
vision hospitals. Governor Black said 
there appeared to be "a perfect hy- 
drophobia" among newspapers over the 
condition of the soldiers, that the press 
bristled with such prhases as "hollow 
eyed" and "starving" in articles de- 
scriptive of the troops. He gave it as 
his opinion that the matter was ex- 
aggerated, "manufactured in news- 
paper offices" and "the outcome and re- 
sult of unjournalistic knavery." 


"My 
Impression," 
said 
Governor 


Black, "of the camp of the New York 
troops at Chickamauga is not half as 
bad as I expected it would be. The un- 
favorable condition of the camp and 
hospitals has, beyond a doubt, been 
very greatly exaggerated by the pa- 
pers. 


"The division hospital in which the 


sick soldiers of the Ninth New York 
infantry are quartered, is certainly in 
a very bad condition. The present state 
of this hospital ought never have been 
permitted to exist, and should be cor- 
rected at once. 


"I think that the troops at Chicka- 


mauga Park should have been moved 
long before any sickness broke out in 
the ranks. 


"The Sternberg hospital is in ex- 


cellent condition. I do not see that it 
could be made anv better. It is id- 
mirable both in plan and management. 


"As to the New York troops at Chick- 


amauga, I mean to take as many home 
to New York as I can. I shall also en- 
deavor to have as many mustered out 
as possible and those that I cannot 
have mustered out I will employ every 
endeavor to have moved to northern 
camps at the earliest possible date. 


"The hospitals of the Eighth and 


Fourteenth New York regiments are 
much better in every particular than 
the one in which the sick of the Ninth 
New York infantry are quartered." 


The case of Private Nunn, of the am- 


bulance company, who was transferred 
from the Ninth New York, was report- 
ed to the governor by Captain O'Con- 
nor, of Company A, Ninth New York, 
and was reported by the governor to 
Washington "for investigation. 


Captain O'Connor's statement 
was 


that he had found the body of Nunn 
lying naked in a division hospital two 
days after dekth, infested by maggots, 
that an autopsy had been held and that 
no preparation had been made for the 
care or interment of the body up to the 
time found by O'Connor. The affair 
has created a great stir, and it will re-- 
suit in the trial of Captain O'Connor 
by court martial.

G. Twelfth New York regiment. The 
regiment is encamped at Chattanooga. 
Because of the death of three hospital 
patients after drinking milk sold by 
negroes living in the neighborhood, the 
quartermaster of Company G would 
not allow the negroes to sell anything 
to his company. Friday night a gang of 
negroes caught Franks outside of the 
camp grounds and after beating him 
nearly to death, threw him under a 
passing railroad train. Since then the 
guards have been ordered to shoot any 
negro who attempts to pass the camp 
lines 


Phorson, Atlanta. Ga., reports to the 
surgeon poneral that the 600 patients 
theie are bring well cared for. He has 
71 female nurses and plenty of ice, milk 
and other things, and a fund of $2,000 
to expend for anything that, may be 
needed. Any reports of starving-, he 
says, must have come from some ty- 
phoid convalescent, who was not al- 
lowed all he wanted to eat by sur- 
geons' orders, so as to prevent a severe 
relapse.

CLAUDE MATTHEWS DEAD. 


Prayer Service at the Bedside of the ^ 


Dying Ex-Governor. 


Wlngate, Ind., Aug.

o'clock yesterday morning at the Me- 
harry Homestead, where he was taken 
Immediately after his sudden affliction, 
ex-Qovernor Claude Matthews passed 
away peacefully, surrounded by his 
wife and the other members of his Im- 
mediate family. The ex-governor was 
stricken with, brain paralysis a year 
tgo. 


Governor Matthews was born In Bath 


county, Kentucky, Dec. 14, 1845. He 
left Kentucky in 1868 and settled in 
Arermillion county, Indiana, where he - 
had a farm of 2,000 acres. He served a 
term in the legislature in 1876. In 189& - 
he was nominated and elected secre- 
tary of state, and In 1892 he was chosen 
governor. After his term as governor 
expired Mr. Matthews retired to his 
home in Vermillion county. In 1896 his . 
friends strongly urged him for the 
presidential nomination, but when Bry- 
an was selected Mr. Matthews became • 
his ardent supporter. 


CHINA FEARS RUSSIA. 


Would Prefer Brltlsli Influence, But 


Must Yteld to Power. 


Pekin, Auff. 31.—A high member of 


the tsung: li. yamen (Chinese foreign 
office), who is a British sympathizer, 
complained in the course of a recent In- 
terview, that Great Britain's assur- 
ances of support against Russian ag- 
gression was belated! 


"Why," 
asked 
this 
functionary, 


"withhold such a declaration until Rus- 
sia had secured Port Arthur 
and 


France obtained considerable cessions 
in the south. The disintegration of the 
empire has begun, and today the ne- 
cessity for strong action is less urgent 
than when Russia first obtained a foot- 
hold." 


He admitted that China had broken 


her promises to England, but this, he 
argued, was because Russian pressure • 
was toe* strong to be resisted. He com- 
plained of "British ignorance of Rus- 
sia's line of action," and asked "why 
does not England approach Russia di- 
rectly with a declaration that Russia's 
interference in China will be regarded 
as a casus belli? It is useless to pun- 
ish helpless China and to participate • 
In the disintegration of the empire 
The tsung li yamen prefers that Brit- • 
ish influence should be paramount, but 
it is unable to do anything1 unless Eng- 
land helps, with sword in hand." 


THE CONVICTION^ OF DREYFUS. 


An Army Officer Arrested For Man* 


nfacturlne Kvldence. 


Paris, AUE. 31.—Lieutenant Colonel 


Henry, who was one of the witnesses 
in the recent trial of Emile Zola to 
contradict minor points of testimony 
given by Colonel Picquart. and who 
was subsequently wounded in a duel 
with the latter officer, was arrested 
yesterday and conducled lo Forl Val- 
erien by order of the minister of war. 
Godefroy Cavaicnac. The arrest was 
the result of a discovery that Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Henry was the author of a 
letter involved in the Dreyfus case. 


The papers say that, owing to a let- 


ter from Colonel Picquart to M. Cav- 
aignac. revealing matters which pro- 
fessional secrecy had hitherto prevent- 
ed him divulging, the minister of war 
examined all Jh«- officers of th« general 
staff on the Dreyfus affair. Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry, on being pressed with, 
questions, confessed that he was the 
author of a letter which was one of the 
thrc° documents connected with the 
conviction of Dreyfus.

We know also that there 
is a distinct uneasiness in the highest 
ranks of the British Navy at the under1 


armament of our ships." 


The coming textile fibre, according 


to Textile America, is that of the 
ramie plant. 
Already, it appears, 


manufacturers of hosiery and fancy 
goods are using the fibre on a large 
scale, and the facilities for washing 
such textures have contributed to their 
increasing manufacture for table linen, 
bed sheets, etc. The fact is also im- 
portant that the different tests made 
with this and other vegetable fibres, 
such as flax, hemp, cotton, etc., have 
been in favor of the ramie, and for this 
reason it is gradually gaining favor in 
another branch, namely, the produc- 
tion of sailcloth, awnings and cover- 
ings for carriages, on account of its 
being less sensitive to atmospheric 
influences, acids and septics. Knitted 
underwear made of ramie—this indus- 
try, it may be remarked, being one in 
which the material has been most suc- 
cessfully introduced—is not only one 
that has acquired quite a liking from 
the public because of its extreme dur- 
ability and silky finish, but also for its 
estimated hygienic advantages; these 
latter are based on the substance ad- 
mitting of normal perspiration without 
generating or retaining the disagree- 
able heat caused by textures made of 
other fibres, while hot water and soap 
will also cleanse it without any ex- 
posure to strong friction. 


The report on railways in India for 


1897-8 has just been published by the 
Indian Office in London. 
The follow- 


ing is a summary of some of the re- 
sults pointed out: The total length of 
railways open on March 31, 1S98, was 
25,454| miles, being a net increase of 
926 miles over the preceding year; of 
this mileage 21,156$ were in full 
operation on that date, being an in- 
crease of 766. The mean mileage 
•worked during the year -was 20,531, 
being an increase of 748 miles. 
The 


gross earnings for 1897-8 amounted 
to $51,190,339, which is an increase of 
nearly $5,000,000 over the previous 
year. In the same period the work- 
ing expenses amounted to $31,200,000, 
•which was a little more than last year. 
The net earnings amounted to $32,- 
,710,000, being a decrease of $210,872. 
Of the total gross earnings, 73.87 per 
cent, was earned by the standard 
gauge lines, 25.52 per cent, by the 
meter gauge, and the balance, .61 per 
cent, by the special gauge lines. The 
total number of passengers booked in 
the year showed a decrease of 5.94 per 
cent. 
The passenger earnings de- 


creased by 7.31 per cent. 
What is 


termed "other coaching" traffic showed 
an increase of 26.01 per cent. The 
report explains this seeming paradox 
by stating that the falling off in "pas-

GRIEVANCES OF^ THE 
PHILIPINOS, 


Why the Native* Hate Tlitlr Whilom 


Kpanluli Mauler*. 


Native Philipinos, residing iii Mad- 


rid, expressed their grievances iu an 
address to the Spanish people. 
It 


contains extracts from the last Philip- 
pine budget for the last administra- 
tive year (189(J-'y7), aud euum«»'-ates 
the 
following 
crying 
complaints. 


Quoting from the budget, it stales that 
the Philippine tieasury pays a heavy 
•lontributiori to thegeneial expense-; 
of the government nt Madrid; pays 
pensions to the Duke de Verague (our 
guest during the Columbian exposi- 
tion), and to Marquis of Bedmar; be- 
sides those of the sultans aud native 
chiefs of the islands of Sulu and Min- 
danas; it provides for the entire cost 
of the Spanish consulates at Pekin, 
Tokyo, Hongkong, Singapore,Saigon, 
Yokohama, and Melbourne; for the 
staff and material of the minister of 
the colonies, including the purely 
ornamental council of the Philippines; 
the expenses of supporting the colony 
of Fernando Po, in Africa, and all the 
pensions and retiring allowances of 
the civil aud military employes who 
have served 
in 
the Philippines, 


amounting to the sum of $1,160,000 a 
year. 


What a milch cow these islands 


have been to the Spaniards! 
What a 


host of ignorant, idle hidalgos have 
fattened upon large sums diverted 
from the unfortunate workers. 


And what has Spain done in return? 


The document from which I translate 
this states the facts with scathing 
blnntaess: More than $17,000,000 is 
the amount consigned in the Philip- 
pine budget for that year, but not a 
penny is allowed for public works, 
highways, bridges, 
or public build- 


ings, and only $6000 for scientific 
studies, indispensable repairs, rivers 
and canals, while the amount set 
apart for religious purposes and clergy 
amounts to nearly $1,400,000. 
This 


sum does not include the amounts 
paid to the clergy for baptisms, mar- 
riages, etc.,which exceeds the govern- 
ment allowances. 
The magnificent 


sum of $40,000 is set apart as a sub- 
vention to railway companies, and new 
projects of railways, but the College 
for Franciscan Monks, in Spain, aud 
the transportation of priests comes in 
for $55,000. 


It seems really as if the world had 


gone back three centuries, 
and as if 


we were living in the time of bloody 
Philip II, after whom these most un- 
fortunate islands were named. 
Six 


thousand dollars for all new improve- 
ments, yet the choir of the Manila 
cathedral receives $4000, and $60,000 
are set apart for the support of the 
cathedral. 
Public instruction, in- 


cluding naval, scientific, 
technical, 


and art schools must be maintained at 
a gross expense of $60,000, and from 
this pittance museums, libraries, the 
observatory, and a special chair in the 
University of Madrid must be paid. 
Add to this the squeezing and pecula- 
tion of every Spanish official from the 
governor-general down to the lowest 
alguacil,and it is no wonder that these 
people, robbed right and left of the 
fruits of their toil, hate the Spaniard, 
and will have no more of Spanish 
rule.—Manila Correspondence, Balti- 
more Snn.

Many Built Since the Terrible "storm

St. Louis is full of cyclone cellars. 


Nearly all of them have been built 
since that terrible 27th of May, 1896. 
One of tbem has existed longer than 
that. It is in the borne of Mr. D. L. 
Paviish, 
iu Eabauue place. 
Mr. 


Parrish was caxigbt in tbe collapse of 
the old Belvidere hotel, on Washing- 
ton avenue. 
It was a never-to-be- 


forgotten experience, and when be be- 
gan to build bis home he made up bis 
mind to provide against all emer- 
gencies. 
This is how be comes to 


have a cyclone cellar older tban tbe 
cyclone. 


While not a thing of beauty, Mr. 


Parrisb's "bole in tbe ground" is one 
of comfort. 
It is as deep as tbe 


foundation of tbe bouse, aud reared 
in tbe southwest corner of tbe cellar. 
Its walls are of stone, tbree and one- 
half feet thick. 
Heavy crossbeams 


form tbe roof of tbis safety house. 
Two windows are open outwardly, one 
to tbe south, the other to the north. 
They were protected by iron gratings 
at first, but Mr. Parrisb has taken 
these out in order to facilitate egress, 
should such a necessity occur. 
A 


heavy oaken door tbat can be barred 
and locked makes tbe place burglar- 
proof. 


The floor is cemented and covered 


with a carpet. 
A couch is fitted into 


one corner. 
In another are several 


massive shelves filled with, provisions. 
These provisions are renewed every 
time the sky looks suspiciously. Mr. 
Parrish feels perfectly safe witb bis 
cyclone cellar. 


"It is very comfortable, and I am 


sure if the entire house blew away my 
cellar would remain intact," says be. 
"It is a protection for my wife and 
children while I am away, and I can 
bear the thought of another cyclone 
calamity better down town by know- 
ing tbat they have a place of shelter. 
Dm ing the season following tbe cy- 
clone an architect friend of mine bad 
at one time eight plans of houses on 
bis boards, every one of which called 
for a cyclone cellar to match mine." 


Mr. Parrish's cyclone cellar is the 


coolest room in the house, and serves 
another good turn in the Parrish 
family. 
The little Parrisbes are ex- 


cellent amateur photographers, and 
use it for a dark room.

HUNTING SPANISH SI 


HOW OUR SECRET SERVICE FOILED 


THE ENEMY'S EMISSARIES- 


THE NAVY'S MINIATURE SEA. 


A Great Tank in Which Models of New 


""Warships Are to Be Tested. 


Close to the water front at the gnn 


factory in Washington the first ex- 
perimental tank of the navy is being 
rapidly completed, and by the time 
bidders have submitted proposals for 
the construction of big battleships 
and monitors recently called for, it 
will be ready to test miniature mod- 
els of paralBne and wax, represent- 
ing the proposed new additions to the 
country's fighting strength on the sea. 
There is no tank in the world equal 
to 
this one in size, 
equipment 


and 
completeness 
of 
its 
elec- 


trical devices. It is longer and wider 
than the best owned by foreign coun- 
tries, and covers an area of water 
fully capable of floating some of the 
largest torpedo boats. 
It looks like 


an immense natatoriuni, and, in fact, 
would make an excellent one. 


The plan of having a big tank, 


loused over, with brick sides and 
concrete bottom, in which little mod- 
els of all new ships to be built for the 
navy should be tested, was suggested 
some years ago by Chief Constructor 
Hitchborn, who had noted the excel- 
lent results obtained in Great Britain 
and France by testing designs of new 
ships before their actual lines were 
decided upon by constructing small 
models 
and 
having them towed 


through the water at given rates of 
speed. The resistance offered by the 
models to the water formed a basis on 
which close estimates could be made 
of the probable speed of the actual 
ships when in service, and faults in 
designs could be readily detected and 
corrected before the vessels were com- 
pleted. Two years ago Congress ap- 
propriated $100,000 with which to 
build a tank, and under direction of 
Constructor Taylor the work has so 
advanced that it will be available in a 
few weeks. 


When a new vessel is to be built, a 


model of it is made about eight feet 
long, care being observed to have the 
lines occurately moulded. This model 
is made of wood and covered with a 
mixture of paraffine and wax to give 
it a smooth surface. 
Running the 


entire length of the tank, several feet 
above the water is an electrical trol- 
ley apparatus, to which the model is 
attached, and by which it is drawn 
thiongh the water at certain fixed 
speeds. The waves created and their 
character are noted, and the disturb- 
ance caused abeam and the general 
effect produced on the water by the 
vessel are closely watched. Where 
defects are apparent the designs of 
the proposed vessel are altered to cor- 
rect them, aa.l by this means the 
constructors can estimate accurately 
just the amount of steam power re- 
quired to send a vessel of a certain 
displacement and design through the 
water at a given rate of speed. Mod- 
els are DOW being made of the three 
new batilesiiips. which will be the 
first tested in the new tank. It .» ex- 
pected that some valuable tenons will 
be learned from the experiments by 
which improvements niay be made in 
the plans of the ships.—»w York 
San.

The secret service of the govern- 


ment during the war has been em- 
ployed mostly in discovering 
and 


thwarting the efforts of Spain to get 
information and gain certain ends in 
this country by means of secret agents. 
That the secret service has been suc- 
cessful has been attested by Lieuten- 
ant Carrauzu, formerly of the Spanish 
legation in Washington and the head 
oAhe Spanish spy system m this 
country. In his published letter set- 
ting forth his hopes, plans and experi- 
ences he referred to the work of the 
secret service thus : 


'The Americans are showing the 


most extraordinary vigilance. They 
have captured my two best men. 
And he might have added : ''In a mo- 
ment one of their men will come into 
this room, take this letter, send it to 
John Wilkie, chief of the secret ser- 
vice of America, who will thereby be 
informed officially, as if I were to 
confess to him myself, all that I have 
done and all that I hope to do." 


An illustration of how the secret 


service does its work was given by 
Chief Wilkie during a conversation 
in his private office : 


"The Downing case was taken up 


by us and we disposed of him," Chief 
Wilkie began, "in less than one week. 
I was warned that George Downing, 
a former sailor on the cruiser Brook- 
lyn, had entered the Spanish spy ser- 
vice. He was located on arriving in 
Toronto. When he went to pay his 
first call to the attache of the Spanish 
legation my man was within earshot 
and heard every word that passed be- 
tween them. 
He heard all of the in- 


structions Downing received, 
and 


when Downing left the room my mau 
met him as if by chance and asked for 
a match to light his cigar. 
He walked 


with him to the hotel office, got a 
good look at him, followed him to his 
hotel, learned his assumed name, got 
a tracing of his handwriting from the 
register and later shadowed him to 
the train. 


"Then he telegraphed 
me that 


Downing had left for Washington on 
the 5 o'clock train, sent me a full de- 
scription of him, and when the train 
arrived here three of my boys spotted 
him. They followed him to a board- 
ing house, where he left his grip. Then 
they followed him about town and back 
to 1 i house. 
After an hour or so he 


came out and walked to the postoffice. 
When he dropped a letter to his Span- 
ish employer in Toronto through the 
postoffice receiver, the letter fell into 
the hands of one of my operatives and 
was brought at once to me, while the 
other operatives followed Downing 
back to his boarding house. I opened 
the letter and, upon reading it, com- 
municated with the war department, 
which decided upon a military arrest. 
Soldiers were sent for, and taking a 
few operatives with me, we went to 
Downing's house. He was still there, 
and we waited till the extinguished 
lights told us he had gone to bed. 


"Then we knocked at the frontdoor. 


The mistress of the house thrust her 
head through the window and declined 
to let us in till I threatened to break 
down her door. 
Then, very much 


frightened, she admitted us. 
Leaving 


the soldiers below, I took two of my 
men, and bidding the landlady go be- 
fore, went up to his door. I bade the 
landlady knock and tell Downing that 
some friends from Chicago wanted to 
see him. She could leave the rest to 
me. She did so. 
Downing bit at 


once and we could hear him dressing. 
The hall was dark, and we stood on 
either side of the door. 
When he 


opened the door he was in the best pos- 
sible situation for capture had he been 
disposed to put up a fight, for he was 
in the act of putting on his coat and 
had one arm through his sleeve and 
the other only half through, so that 
he couldn't have used either to advan- 
tage. I grab bed him by the collar and 
explained onr errand briefly. Instead 
of fight, he wilted like an icicle on the 
Washington pavement in July. 


"Entering his room, we found his 


effects, the cipher he was to use in 
telegraphing to his Spanish employer, 
some destroyed correspondence? in 
fact, everything necessary to make out 
a perfect case. 
He never recovered 


from his collapse. 
He had brains 


enough to see that it was all np with 
him. 
We turned him over to the 


soldiers, who took him to the mili- 
tary prison, and there, after a severe 
attack of melancholia, he committed 
suicide by hanging-"

Vegetable 
Production — A 


Land of Fat Things. 


Peru is a land of fat things. There 


are really so many wonderful prod- 
ucts here that I hesitate to describa 
them for fear 1 may not be believed. 
What would you think of string beans 
as long as your arm. 
We saw lots of 


them at the vegetable stands. 
They 


were tied up in bunches and hung 
upon poles. We saw potatoes as yellow- 
as gold. These are the papas aniaril- 
las of Peru, which are a bright yellow 
when cooked. We saw sweet potatoes 
of many kinds, some of which were 
as big as the yams of America. 
Then there were quantities of yucca, 
a tuber which grows about two feet 
long, and which is as big around as a 
baseball club. It is not unlike the 
potato, but the flesh is more trans- 
parent, waxy and jelly-like. 
This is 


one of the chief foods of Peru. 
We 


saw roasting ears at nearly every veg- 
etable stand, and in the grain mar- 
kets handled varieties of corn which 
I have never seen at home. 
Some of 


the corn was as black as ink, and an- 
other kind was of a light yellow, with 
grains almost-as big as a Lima bean. 
These two varieties are so meally that 
yon can make flour of them by pound- 
ing them with a stone. 
They come 


from the mountain farms, and to a 
great extent form the food of that part 
of Peru. 
We saw squashes 
and 


melons of all kinds. 
Many of the 


vegetables I could not understand, and 
the fruits embraced those which are 
grown in the tropics, as well as ap- 
ples, peaches and pears. The apples 
were not good, however, and most of 
the peaches we saw were of the cling- 
stone kind. The best fruits are the 
grapes, the chiremoya, which is as big 
as a naval orange, and which tastes a 
little like ice cream; the palta, which 
is eaten as a salad or an appetizer, 


j with vinegar, salt and pepper, and 
' which has a flesh not unlike that of 
j of stiff butter; the blue and white 


figs, which grow in all the coast val- 


j leys, aud bananas of many kinds and 
' different varieties of oranges, limes 
and lemons. 
Then they have here 


guavas, pomgranates; tunas, the fruit 
of the cactus, and olives, which are 
pickled iu snch a way that when they 
come to the table they are black and 
soft rather than green and solid, like 
olives we eat.—Frank G. Carpenter 
iu Washington Star. 


Henri Dunuut no Sliockril by the Scene* 


H«j yntii«nned at Rolfcrluo That H« 
Formed a Corps to Work Iu (he 
of Humanity—.Some Inter«*tiiiK Ka«-tn. 
The history of the Red Cross so- 


ciety is but little known iu the United 
States. 
Our peace-loving people have 


been for so many years free from the 
terror of war which has continually 
confronted European nations that we 
became supremely indifferent to the 
emergency that at some time might 
arise, when we should be called upon 
to take care of the sailors and soldiers 
wounded in the defence of 
iry. 


It is nearly forty years since M. 


Henri Dunant.a native of the republic 
of Switzerland, witnessed the battle 
of Solferino, and was a horrified ob- 
server of the unnecessary suffering of 
the wounded from lack of care. 
Be- 


.-ug greatly impressed by the sight he 
published a little book called "Sou- 
venir de Solferino," and pointed out 
the urgent necessity of forming a corps 
of surgeons and nurses who could 
work in the cause of humanity, re- 
gardless of nationality, and who might 
be protected by a flag of neutrality, 
and be permitted to serve on the fieid 
of battle and aid the wounded. 
This 


little volume appealed to all v;ho read 
it, and the outcome was a convention 
held at Geneva, Switzerland, in Au- 
gust, 1864, by representatives from 
sixteen of the great nations of the 
world, who then signed a compact of 
shict neutrality that assured, under 
certain specified regulations, a com- 
plete protection to the members of the 
association when 
caring

Today the 
insignia of the International 'com- 
mittee is the red cross on a white 
field, and is the only military hospital 
flag in the civilized world which pro- 
tects all persons from molestation who 
work under it or rightfully wear the 
emblem when performing their ser- 
vice.

guarded, and the brassards and arm- 
lets, that are sewed on the sleeve 
when issued in time of war, are 
marked with private devices, so that 
both armies may be protected from 
spies, and that none but those en- 
gaged iu the work of helping the 
wounded shall be "immune." 


M. Gustav Moynier, president of 


the Society of Public Utility, was 
elected and still remains president of 
the international committee of the 
Red Cross, the headquarters of which 
are at Geneva. 
Sixty-two nations 


have signed the compact. 
In 1882, 


Miss Clara Barton, who had already 
distinguished herself by her services 
as a nurse during the civil war, was 
delegated by the president of the 
United States to represent her country 
at a congress of the Red Cross com- 
mittee, and she was made a member 
of the international board of managers 
when the United States government 
signed the international treaty. 
It 


was at Miss Barton's suggestion that 
a line of work was adopted by the in- 
ternational committee, so that each 
nation might pursue an occupation in 
time of piece thst would qualify it to 
be of service in an emergency, there- 
by keeping its national Red Cross 
association in an active state of organ- 
ization. 
It was determined that the 


study of diseases, methods of treat- 
ment, more particularly without the 
use of alcoholic stimulants, and tbe 
education of doctors and nurses should 
be pursued. 
In the formation of the 


constitution of the American National 
Red Cross association a still wider 
range of activities was adopted. 
It 


was hoped that we should have no 
wars, but calamities aud disasters 
were always to be apprehended, and 
the organization 
determined to pro- 


vide aid for such emergencies.

With the danger of a 


war before us, noble professional 
nurses have come forward by hundreds, 
and offered their services for Red 
Cross work. 
They fully comprehend 


the magnitude and importance of the 
work that they will be culled upon to 
perform, and undertake it quite aware 
that they are giving gratuitous ser- 
vice. 


But what shall be said of the. un- 


professional 
women who, without 


training or skill, offer themselves as 
assistants to the Red Cross? It would 
seem folly to accept their services, and 
yet the officers of the society base 
their opinion on the experience gained 
in the Franco-Prussian war. when the 
princesses of Prussia and women qf all 
degree offered their services to the 
Red Cross, and proved of inestimable 
assistance. 


The trained nurses will have life 


and death in their hands, but the un- 
rainei assistants will have no less re- 
ponsibility, for while upon one will 
the care of the sick devolve, on the, 
other the protection of the healthy 
will fall, and in a hostile country,with 
unacclimated persons, the task will be 
neither easy nor light. A great bat- 
tle has been fought; the "Red Cross" 
is called for; bearers begin to carry 
in the wounded. The country is de- 
vastated, smoking ruins show where 
the homes of the inhabitants once 
stood; there is no shelter, there are 
no provisions; the wounded famish for 
a sip of water, which would 
them if served from the 
streams about them. 
The 


and nurses are bending ever the 
wounded, tendering professional aid. 
The unprofessional worker is now 
alert and calls to her aid her house- 
wife's training, and looks after the 
comforts and wants of an emergency 
household. 
While the trained nurses 


have been providing themselves with 
bandage?, lint, etc., the assistant has 
been loading a small cart with bread, 
boiled water, tea, coflee, etc., and she 
hurriedly follows the ambulance corps. 
A sheet thrown over the branch of a 
tree makes a shelter, fires are lighted, 
food is prepared, and the assistant fol- 
lows the nurses and doctors, feeds the 
wounded, and gives a woman's gentle 
aid to the soldier. 
As nurses and 


doctors turn exhausted from their 
fatiguing tasks, the improvised tent 
offers the shelter and food provided by 
the assistant. 


It is for this kind of work that the 


unprofessional 
women are offering

Waahlnic Milk Vessels. 


All through the warm weather, par- 


ticular care is needed to cleanse ves- 
sels that have contained milk. If any 
particle of milk is left in the crevices 
or corners of vessels, It will sour and 
affect any milk that is afterward add- 
ed. Many people in cleaning milk from 
vessels wash them first with scalding 
hot water. This is a mistake. The.hot 
water only coagulates the albumen, 
causing It to stick more closely to the 
sides of the vessel. If It be of tin, the 
courlng of the milk soon eats through 
the coating of tin, and causes rust on 
the Iron beneath It. What we call tin 
Is merely Iron with a very thin tin coat- 
Ing. No such vessel Is fit for long use, 
as the tin will wear through, and all 
the more quickly if the coagulated al- 
bumen, made by hot water and milk, 
requires hard rubbing to remove it. 
The Tight way to clean milk vessels is 
to rinse them well with cold water. 
«nd then scald them, to destroy any 
perms that the cold water may have 
left.

Declares Them a M a t t e r of Record*

Mr, 
Whelpley takes occasion to deny the 
statement that his recently published 
interview In Porto Rico with General 
Miles, wherein the latter was quoted as 
casting reflections upon the war de- 
partment, was not genuine, and in sup- 
port of the statement already made by 
It The Star prints Interesting telegrams 
that passed between the war depart- 
ment and Generals Miles and Shafter 
on the points at issue. 


"Doubt is expressed by some." aays 
Mr. Whelpley, "as to whether General 
Miles ever said these thincs I credit 
him with. Others suggest he may have 
said them in conlldence which was be- 
trayed. I feel confident General Miles 
will stand by the Interview referred to. 


"My talk with him was not confi- 
dential. I went to him as a newspaper 
reporter, for the avowed and express 
purpose of securing an Interview. There 
was no reserjvations from publication 
In the conversation. This is proved by 
his refusal to answer some questions 
which he would have answered had this 
boen so. There was no hint of confi- 
dence. 


"In 
this 
instance, 
however, 
no 
question of veracity need arise. Gen- 
eral Miles himself, even if he so de- 
sired, could not conceal the proof of all 
he said. It is written In the records of 
the war department and it not only 
needs a Rearing away of inconsequen- 
tial matfer to tell the story clearly and 
In full. 


"General Miles In his interview In 
The Star makes several distinct state- 
ments, one to the effect that he was 
commanding general of all the Ameri- 
can armies, first, last and all the time, 
In Washington, In Tampa, in Cuba, In 
Porto Rico, or anywhere else he might 
be. 


"He 
charges 
General 
Corbln 
with 
sending a secret dispatch to General 
Shafter contrary to this. He charges 
the war department 
with 
mutilating 
and 
even 
suppressing 
parts 
or 
the 
whole of 
certain 
messages 
In 
their 
transmission to the public, thus putting 
him and his relations to the army in a 
false light to the people at home. 


"He charges that his recommenda- 
tions in.regard to moving the tropps 
from Santiago was disregarded, 
this 
disregard leading to ij^ave consequen- 
ces. He'recites the fact that General 
Shafter disobeyed orders In occupying 
fever 
infected 
houses 
and 
allowing 
Cuban refugees to mix with the Ameri- 
can troops. 


"finally he claims that Washington 
allowed the plans of his Porto Rico 
campaign to leak out to such an ex- 
tent as to render them useless and 
dangerous, 


"It need« only a glance at the ofllclal 
records of the war department to show 
eacli and every one of these charges to 
be truth, and to throw much additional 
light on the situation. 


"On 
the 
fourth 
of 
July 
General 
Shafter 
sent 
dispatches 
to 
Wash- 
ington 
showing 
the 
deplorable 
con- 
dition of affairs in and about 
San- 
tiago. 
It 
was 
this situation, which 
determln^ed 
General 
Miles 
t o ' go 
to 
Cuba. 
The day he sailed with reln- 
force^Qnts, July 7, he sent a telegram 
of instfuction to General Shafter, and 
on July 11 he arrived and 
assumed 
charge of the forces, the 
dispatches 
from the secretary of war thereafter 
being sent to Mile», Shafter not being 
mentioned. 


"In the face of thi_g situation, Secre- 
tary -Alger, through General 
Corbln, 
sent i)L dispatch to General Shafter as- 
suring him that General Miles did not 
come to Cuba to supersede Shafter in 
any way. 
This dispatch General Miles 
refers to as 'secret,' for he says he 
did not know it had been sent, not be- 
ing nuitlfied from Washington and Gen- 
eral Shafter saying nothing about It. 
Afteiif the surrender General Miles still 
retained control. 
He autiiorized Shaf- 
ter 
to appoint 
peace 
commissioners, 
and 
Ji[jdglng 
from 
Shafter's

tliat a I was over he instructed him as 
to th^' disposition of the troops. 


"On' July 17, after the surrender of 
Santi/ago was completed General Shaf- 
ter Wired General Miles that 
'I was 
told by the secretary of war that you

avold^ed any appearance of superseding 
you.

'My 
cablegram

be absolutely fair. Before his departure 
from Washington Genera! Miles and I 
had talked the matter over, and h'î 
started for Cuba knowing that he was 
not in any way to interfere with the 
•peratlons which were under the con- 
trol of General 
Shafter. That 
there 
could be no doubt whatever. I cabled 
to General Shafter informing him that 
General Miles had left for Cuba with 
Instructions not to in any manner sup- 
ersede him as commander of troops In 
the field.' "

New Foundland—The Advocates of a 
M o n u m e n t to Montcomory Active. 


Quebec, Aug. 31.—The work of the 
arbitration commission is evidently in- 
creasing. Each day more time is de- 
voted to the sessions, and last night 
the American commissioners canceled 
all social engagements and held a ses- 
sion by lamp light. What they are dis- 
cussing or what was discussed at their 
long joint session 
yesterday 
Is 
not 
known. Today a number of gentlemen 
from various parts of the United States 
are expected here, but the 
commis- 
sioners will not disclose what Interest 
these gentlemen will represent. 


The 
Gloucester 
(Mass.) 
fishermen 
have applied for a hearing before the 
American delegation, and a representa- 
tive of their interest«, mrlll»probably be 
heard today or tomorrow. In fact. It 
is known that the fisheries question has 
already been taken up and has been 
given considerable attention In the dis- 
cussions. 


The Gloucester 
fishermen, 
will, it is 
said, favor a reciprocity' arrangement 
with New Foundland^ ^ b t r e b y 
they 
will be able' to get bait from the New 
Poundland waters wHhout paying the 
license- fee of 11.50 per ton upon all 
American fishing vessels entering New 
Foundland waters for bait. No doubt 
the Gloucester 
fishermen 
will be fa- 
vorable to removing the half cent per 
pound duty now Imposed upon all Can- 
adian and New Poundland fish entering 
American ports for the privilege of 
free entry Into New Foundland waters 
for bait. It is impossible for the Ameri- 
can fishermen to prosecute successfully 
deep water 
fishing 
without the 
bait 
from New Foundland, and the 
New 
Foundland fishermen are very anxious 
to sell their codfish In American mar- 
kets free of duty. 


The New Foundland papers and peo- 
ple say that they will probably have 
little difficulty In making an equitable 
agreement with the United States In 
the 
fishery 
questions, but they ques- 
tion if the United States and Canada 
will be so easily to agree. While the 
Canadian 
fishermen 
are 
equally 
anxious 'to 
put 
their 
fish 
Into 
the 
American market duty free, they have 
little to give in return except the aboli- 
tion of the three mile limit Inside of 
which the American fifishermen are not 
permitted to go on the Canadian side. 


A matter which was not mentioned 
in the general protocol will probably 
soon be brought to the attention of the 
American commissioners. They will be 
asked to consider the question 'of 
a 
monument 
for General 
Montgomery, 
who was killed here while leading a 
detachment of American troops in 1775, 
A small tablet in the rock by the road- 
Bide 
bearing 
the 
words, "Here 
fell 
Montgomery," 
Is all that 
has 
ever 
marked 
the spot where he met 
his 
death. He was killed just in the out- 
skirts of the lower town, near the river 
bank, and not far from the spot where 
General 
Wolfe's 
army 
climbed 
the 
Bteep bluff on the night before the bat- 
tle on the Plains of Abraham in 1759, 


Several times during the past half 
century efforts have been made by dif- 
ferent American societies to have some- 
thing done in the way of erecting a 
suitable memorial to the memory of the 
American. 
These efforts have failed. 
The Canadians have always contended 
that it was not exactly the proper thing 
to erect on the "sacred soil of Quebec" 
a monument to the leader of an invad- 
ing army. 
Only a few years since the 
Society of the Sons of the Revolution 
asked psrmlslon to erect the 
monu- 
ment here, but failed. Now a 
great 
grandnephew of General Montgomery, 
Dr. Liston Montgomery, of Chicago, has 
undertaken the patriotic ta«k, and will 
appeal to the American commisBloners 
to improve this opportunity for prop- 
erly honoring the memory of hlB lllus- 
trlouB 
ancestor. 
Dr. 
Montgomery's 
letter, it Is understood, is now In the 
hands of the commission, 


A large party, composed of the wives 
and daughters of the commissionerB, 
left on the steamer Aberdeen yester- 
day for a trip to Sagueney, 
They will 
return In time for their departure from

EXAGGERATED REPORTS 


BUT POINTS OUT SOME DEFEOTS. 


Saya the Division Hospital in W h i c h 
the Sick soldiers or the Ninth New 
York Are (iu^rtei^od Is lu a Bad Cou- 
dltlou. 


Chattanooga, 
Aug, 
31,—Governor 
Black, of New York, was seen 
last 
night by an newspaper representative 
and asked as to the conditions as he 
found them In thfe camps of the New 
York regiments, as well as those at di- 
vliion hospitals. Governor Black said 
there appeared to be "a perfect hy- 
drophobia" among newspapers over the 
condition of the soldiers, that the press 
bristled with such prhases as "hollow 
eyed" and "starving" in articles de- 
scriptive of the troops. He gave It as 
his opinion that the matter was ex- 
aggerated. 
"manufactured 
in 
news- 
paper ofilces" and "the outcome and re- 
sult of unjournallstlc knavery." 


"My 
Impression," 
said 
Governor 
Black, "of the camp of the New York 
troops at Chlckamauga is not half as 
bad as I expected It would be. The un- 
favorable condition of the camp and 
hospitals has, beyond a doubt, been 
very greatly exaggerated by the pa- 
pers. 


"The division hospital In which the 
sick soldiers of the JNinth New York 
infantry are quartered, is certainly In 
a very bad condition. The present state 
of this hospital ought never have been 
permitted to exist, and should be cor- 
rected at once, 
, 


"I think that the troops at Chlcka- 
mauga Park should have been moved 
long before any sickness broke out In 
the ranks, 


"The Sternberg hospital Is In ex- 
cellent condition, I do not see that it 
could be made anv better. It Is Ad- 
mirable both in plan and management, 
"As to the New York troops at Chlck- 
amauga, I mean to take as many home 
to New York as I can. I shall also en- 
deavor to have as many mustered out 
as possible and those that I cannot 
have mustered out I will employ every 
endeavor to have moved to northern 
camps at the earliest possible date, 


"The hospitals of the 
Klghth 
and 
Fourteenth New York regiments 
are 
much better in every particular *than 
the one In which the sick of the Ninth 
New York infantry are quartered." 


The case of Private Nunn, of the am- 
bulance company, who was transferred 
from the Ninth New York, was report- 
ed to the governor by Captain O'Con- 
nor, of Company A, Ninth New York, 
and was reported by the governor to 
Washington for Investigation. 


Captain 
O'Connor's 
statement 
was 
that he had found the body of Nunn 
lying naked In a division hospital two 
days after death, infested by maggots, 
that an autopsy had been held and that 
no preparation had been made for the 
care or interment of the body up to the 
time found by O'Connor. 
The affair 
has created a great stir, and it will r e - 
sult in the trial of Captain O'Connor 
by court martial.

Because of the death of three hospital 
patients after drinking milk sold by 
negroes living in the neighborhood, the 
quartermaster of Company G would 
not allow the negroes to sell anything 
to his company. I^'^iiday night a gang of 
negroes caught Franks outside of the 
camp grounds and after beating him 
nearly to dea-th, threw him under 
a 
passing railroad train. Since then the 
guards have been ordered to shoot any 
negro who attejppts to p^ss the camp 
line^.

GRIEVANCES OF THE 
PHILIPINOS, 


What can you exiDect of a country 
like Spain, when, in the time of her 
disaster, a bull fighter continued to 
be the most popular man in the land? 


The Washington correspondent of 
the London Daily Mail reports an in, 
terview with a distinguished American 
officer, who is represented as dilating 
npon the immense superiority of Ameri- 
can warships over British, 
especially 
in armor and armament. 
The officer 
is said to have declared that the United 
States battleship Alabama could blow 
the British battleship Majestic out of 
water, and to have predicted that in 
the next century America will be build- 
ing warships for everybody. 
"Even 
now,'* he bays, "the United States is 
able to build much cheaper than Ger 
many or England." 
The Daily Mail, 
commenting 
editorially 
upon 
this 
startling statement, says: 
"We have 
verified the data and are compelled to 
acknowledge the correctness of the 
Btatement. 
We know also that there 
is a distinct uneasiness in the highest 
ranks of the British Navy at the under* 
armament of our ships." 


The cominp: textile fibre, according 
to Textile America, is that of 
the 
ramie plant. 
Already, it 
appears, 
manufccturers of hosiery and fancy 
goods are using the fibre on a large 
Bcale, and the facilities for washing 
such textures have contributed to their 
increasing manufacture for table linen, 
bed sheets, etc. 
The fact is also im- 
portant that the different tests made 
with this and other vegetable 
fibres, 
Buch as flax, hemp, cotton, etc., have 
been in favor of the ramie, and for this 
reason it is gradually gaining favor in 
another branch, namely, the produc- 
tion of sailcloth, awnings and cover- 
ings for carriages, on account of its 
being less sensitive to atmospheric 
influences, acids and septics. 
Knitted 
underwear made of ramie—this indus- 
try, it may be remarked, being one in 
which the material has been most suc- 
cessfully introduced—is not only one 
that has acquired quite a liking from 
the public because of its extreme dur- 
ability and silky finish, but also for its 
estimated hygienic advantages; these 
latter are based on the substance ad- 
mitting of normal perspiration without 
generating or retaining the disagree- 
able heat caused by textures made of 
other fibres, while hot water and soap 
will also cleanse it without any ex- 
posure to strong friction. 


AVhy the Nativos Hato Their Whilom 
Spaiiifth MuKf orfl. 


Native Philipinoa, residing in Mad- 
rid, expressed their grievances in an 
address to the Spanish people. 
It 
contains extracts from the last Philip- 
pine budget for the last 
administra- 
tive year {1896-'97), 
and enumavates 
the 
following 
crying 
complaints. 
Quoting from the bndcfet it slates that 
the Philippine treasury pays a heavy 
Contribution to the genoia'l expensen 
of the government 
at Madrid; 
pays 
pensions to the Duke de Verngne {om 
guest during the Columbian exposi- 
tion), and to Marquis of Bedniar; be- 
sides those of the sultans and native 
chiefs of the islands of Sulu and Min- 
danas; it provides for the entire cost 
of the Spanish 
consulates at Pekin, 
Tokyo. Hongkong, Singapore,Saigon, 
Yokohama, 
and Melbourne; for the 
staff and material of the minister of 
the colonies, including 
the 
purely 
ornamental council of the Philippines; 
the expenses of supporting the colony 
of Fernando Po, in Africa, and all the 
pensions and retiring allowances of 
the civil and military employes who 
have served 
in 
the 
Philippines, 
amounting to the sum of $l,160,0ü0 a 
year. 


What a milch 
cow these 
islands 
have been to the Spaniards! 
AVhat a 
host of ignorant, 
idle hidalgos have 
fattened upon large sums diverted 
from the unfortunate workers. 


And what has Spain done in return? 
The document from which I translate 
this states 
the facts with scathing 
bluntneas: More than $17,000,000 is 
the amount 
consigned in the Philip- 
pine budget for that year, but not a 
penny is allowed for public works, 
highways, 
bridges, 
or public build- 
ings, and 
only §6000 for scientific 
studies, indispensable repairs, rivers 
and canals, 
while the 
amount set 
apart for religious jmrposes and clergy 
amounts to nearly §1,400,000. 
This 
sum does not include the amounts 
paid to the clergy for baptisms, mar- 
riages, etc.,which exceeds the govern- 
ment allowances. 
The magnificent 
sum of 840,000 is set apart as a sub- 
vention to railway companies,and new 
projects of railways, but the College 
for Franciscan Monks, 
in Spain, and 
the transportation of jmests comes in 
for S55,000. 


It seems really as if the world had 
gone back three centuries, 
and as if 
we were living in the time of bloody 
Philip II, after whom these most un- 
fortunate islands were named. 
Six 
thousand dollars for all new improve- 
ments, 
yet the choir of the Manila 
cathedral receives $4000, and $60,000 
are set apart for the support of the 
cathedral. 
Public instruction, 
in- 
cluding naval, 
scientific, 
technical, 
and art schools must be maintained at 
a gross expense of $60,000, and from 
' this pittance museums, 
libraries, the 
observatory, and a special chair in the 
University of Madrid 
must be paid. 
Add to this the squeezing and pecula- 
tion of every Spanish official from the 
governor-general 
down to the lowest 
alguacil, and it is no wonder that these 
people, robbed 
right and left of the 
fruits of their toil, hate the Spaniard, 
and Avill have no more of Spanish 
rule,—Manila Correspondence, Balti- 
more Sun,

The report on railways in India for 
1897-8 has just been published by the 
Indian Office in London. 
The follow- 
ing is a summary of some of tho re- 
BUlts pointed out: The total length of 
railways open on March 31, 1898, was 
26,454} miles, being a net increase of 
926 miles over the preceding year; of 
this mileage 21,156} were in 
full 
operation on that date, being an in- 
crease of 766. 
The mean 
mileage 
worked during the year was 20,531, 
being an increase of 748 mileM. 
The 
gross earnings for 1897-8 amounted 
to 351,190,339, which is aniucreaseof 
nearly $5,000,000 over the previous 
year. 
In the same period the work- 
ing expenses amountedtoS31,200,000, 
which was a little more than last year. 
The net earnings amounted to $32,- 
,710,000, being a decrease of $210,872. 
Of the total gross earnings, 73,87 per 
cent, was earned 
by the 
standard 
gauge lines, 25.52 per cent, by the 
meter gauge, and the balance, .61 per 
cent., by the special gauge lines, The 
total number of passengers booked in 
the year showed a decrease of 5.94 per 
cent. 
The passenger earnings 
de- 
creased by 7.31 per cent. 
What is 
termed *'other coaching" traffic showed 
an increase of 26.01 per cent. 
The 
report explains this seeming parados 
by stating that the falling off in "pas- 
senger traffic" in 1897 was chiefly due 
to the prevalence of the plague and 
the famine, while the increase under 
"other coaching traffic" was princi- 
pally due to the abnormal receipts on 
»ccount of the northwest frontier mili- 
t a r j expedition.

Since the Terrible Storm 
Two Years Ago. 


St, Louis is full of cyclone cellars. 
Nearly all of them 
have been built 
siuce that terrible 27th of May, 1«96. 
One of them has existed longer thail 
fhat. 
It is in the home of Mr. D. L. 
Parrish, 
in Babanue place. 
Mr. 
Parrish was caught iu the collapse of 
the old Belvidere hotel, on Washing- 
ton 
avenue. 
It 
Avas a never-to-be- 
forgotten experience, and when he be- 
gan to build his home he made up his 
mind 
to jDrovide against all emer- 
gencies. 
Tbis is how he comes to 
have a cyclone cellar older than the 
cyclone. 


While not a thing of beauty, Mr. 
Parrish's "hole in the ground'* is one 
of comfort. 
It 
is as deep as the 
foundation oi the house, and reared 
in the southwest corner of the cellar. 
Its walls are of stoue, three and one- 
half feet thick. 
Heavy crossbeams 
form the roof 
of this safetv house. 
Two windows are open outwardly,One 
to the south, the 
other to the north. 
They were protected by iron gratings 
at first, but 
Mr. 
Parrish has taken 
these out in order to facilitate egress, 
should such a necessity 
occur. 
A 
heavy oaken 
door that can be barred 
and locked makes the place burglar- 
proof. 


The floor is cemented and covered 
with a carpet. 
A couch is fitted into 
one corner. 
In another are several 
massive shelves filled wiih provisions. 
These provisions are renewed every 
time the sky looks suspiciously. 
Mr. 
Parrish feefs perfectly safe with his 
cyclone cellar. 


"It is very comfortable, and I am 
sure if the entire house blew away my 
cellar would remain intact," 
savs he. 
"It 


is a protection for my wife and 
children while I am away, and I can 
bear the thought of another cyclone 
calamity better down town by know- 
ing that they have a place of shelter. 
During the season following the cy- 
clone an architect friend of mine had 
at 


one time eight plans of houses on 
his boards, every one of Avhich called 
for a cyclone cellar to match mine." 


Mr. Parrish's cyclone cellar is the 
coolest room in the house, and serves 
another good turn 
in the Parrish 
family. 
The little Parrishes are ex- 
cellent amateur 
photographers, 
and 
use it for a dark room,

Twelve hundred 
feet high is the 
euu-dial of 
the Lazy J Ranch 
and 
nearly as broad—that cliff of 
divers 
hues which stands out from the wall 
of the canon of the Grand river. 


The opposite 
precipice serves the 
cowboys as gnomon or 
index 
to the 
hours of 
day, for its shadow sweeps 
over the stupendous, variegated face 
and marks 
the course of 
tho sun 
through 
a sky that 
is always 
un- 
clouded. 
A ledge of porphyry, fifty 
feet deep, 
crowns the dial; often it 
looks like a strip of pink 
ribljon to 
the men below by the stream. 
But it 
was a glorious coronal,kindling in the 
first rays from the east, when Holden 
hailed it with uplifted eye and hand 
as he quirted his horse through 
the 
barway of the corral. 


"rfunup!" cried Holden, the yoxiug 
foreman, 
filled 
with 
the joy of the 
morning. 
He is the son of the presi- 
dent of the cattle company; he had 
come straight from college to the cow- 
camp, and the old stroke of the 'var- 
sity eight set a hot pace in saddle for 
the Lazy J riders.

"That gray steer like bull elk. Bet- 
ter corral him with six-shooter," said 
Jim, 
'*Ono steer not much worth." 


"yix-shooter nothing! 
What's our 
ropes for?" cried Holden, 
''That big 
grizzly brute 
will fetch up a Avholo 
carload to the top notch in tho stock- 
pens. 
He goes on hoof to Omaha.

HOW OUR SECRET SERVICE 
FOILED 
THE ENEMY'S EMISSARIES- 


THE 
NAVY'S 
MINIATURE 
SEA. 


A Great Tiiiik in AVhich Modols of Now 
* Warships Arc to Bo Tested, 


Close to the -water front at the gun 
factory in 
\Vashins:ton the first ex- 
perimental tank of the navy is being 
rapidly completed, and by the time 
bidders have submitted proposals for 
the construction 
of big battleships 
and monitors recently called for, it 
will be ready to test miniature mod- 
els of paraifine and wax, represent- 
ing the proposed new additions to the 
country's fighting strength on the sea. 
There is no tank in the Avorld equal 
to 
this 
one 
in 
size, 
equipment 
and 
completeness 
of 
its 
elec- 
trical devices. 
It is longer and wider 
than the best owned by foreign coun- 
tries, and 
covers an area of water 
fully capable of floating some of the 
largest torpedo boats. 
It looks like 
an immense natatorium, and, in fact, 
would make an excellent one. 


The plan 
of having a big tank, 
lioused over, with brick sides 
and 
concrete bottom, in which little mod- 
els of all new ships to be built for the 
navy should be tested, was suggested 
some years ago by Chief Constructor 
Hitchborn, who had noted the excel- 
lent results obtained in Great Britain 
and France by testing designs of new 
ships before their actual lines were 
decided upon by constructing small 
models 
and 
having 
them 
towed 
through the water at given rates of 
speed. 
The resistance oflered by the 
models to the water formed a basis on 
which close estimates could be made 
of the probable speed of the actual 
ships when in service, and faults in 
designs could be readily detected and 
corrected beforo the vessels were com- 
pleted. 
Two years ago Congress ap- 
propriated Sl00,000 Avith which to 
build a tank, and under direction of 
Constructor Tavlor the woi'k has so

advanced that it will be available in a 
few weeks. 


When a new vessel is to be built, a 
model of it is made about eight feet 
long, care being observed to have the 
lines occurately moulded. This model 
is made of wood and covered with a 
mixture of loaraffine and wax to give 
it a smooth surface. 
Running the 
entire length of the tank, several feet 
above the water is an electrical trol- 
ley apparatus, to which the model is 
attached, and by which it is drawn 
thiough the water at certain 
fixed 
speeds. 
The waves created and their 
character are noted, and the disturb- 
ance caused abeam and the general 
effect produced on the water by the 
vessel are closely watched. 
Where 
defects are apparent the designs of 
the proposed vessel are altered to cor- 
rect them, 
and by this means the 
constructors can estimate accurately 
just the amount of steam power re- 
quired to send a vessel of a certain 
displacement and design through the 
water at a given rate of speed. 
Mod- 
els are now being made of the three 
new battlesuips, M'hich Avill be the 
first tested in the now tank, It 
ex- 
pected that some valuable lessons Avill 
be learned from the experiments by 
which imjirovements may be made in 
the plans of the ships.—>>w 
York 
Bun.

The secret service of the govern- 
mout during the war has been

ployed 
mostly 
in 
discovering 
and 
thwarting the eflbrta of Spain to get 
information and gain certain ends in 
this country by means of secret agents. 
That the secret service has been suc- 
cessful has been attested by Lieuten- 
ant Garranza. formerly of the Spanish 
legation in Washington and tho head 
of"the Spanish 
spy 
system in 
this 
country. 
In his published letter set- 
ting forth his hopes, plans and experi- 
ences he referred to the work of tho 
secret service thus : 


"The Americans 
are showing tho 
most extraordinary vigilance. 
have captured 
my two 
best men.*' 
And he might have added : ''In a mo- 
ment one of their men will come into 
this room, take this letter, send it to 
John Wilkie, chief of the secret 
ser- 
vice of America, who will thereby bo 
informed officially, as if I were 
to 
confess to him myself, nil that I havo 
done and all that I hope to do." 


An illustration of how the secret 
service does its >vork was given 
by 
Chief Wilkie 
during a conversation 
in his private office ; 


''The Downing case was taken up 
by us aud we disposed of him," CMiief 
Wilkie began, '*iu less than one week. 
I was warned that George Downinpr. 
a former sailor on the cruiser Brook- 
lyn, had entered the Spanish spy Per- 
vice. 
He was located on arriving 
in 
Toronto. 
When he went to pay his 
first call to the attache of the S})uuish 
legation my man was within earshot 
and heard every word that passed be- 
tween them. 
He heard all of the in- 
structions 
Downing 
received, 
aud 
when Downing left the room my man 
met him as if by chance and asked for 
a match to light his cigar. 
He walkod 
with him to the hotel office, got a 
good look at him, followed him to his 
hotel, learned his assumed name, got 
a tracing of his handwriting from the 
register and later shadowed him to 
the train. 


*'Then 
he 
telegraphed 
me 
that 
Downing had left for Washington 
ou 
the 5 o'clock train, sent me a full do 
scription of him, and when the train 
arrived here three of my boys spotte»! 
him. 
They followed him to a board- 
ing house, where he left his grip. Then 
they followed him about town and back 
to 1 ' I house. 
After an hour or so he 
came out and walked to the postoffice. 
When he dropped a letter to his Span- 
ish employer in Toronto through the 
postoffice receiver, the letter fell into 
the hands of one of my operatives and 
was brought at once to me, Avhile the 
other operatives 
folloAved 
Downing 
back to his boarding house. 
I opened 
the letter and, upon reading it, com- 
municated with the war department, 
which decided upon a military arrest. 
Soldiers were sent for, and taking a 
few operatives with me, we went to 
Downing's house. 
He was still there, 
and we waited till the extinguished 
lights told us he had gone to bed. 


"Thenwe knocked atthe front door. 
The mistress of the house thrust her 
head through the window and declined 
to let us in till I threatened to break 
down her door. 
Then, very 
mtich 
frightened, she admitted us. 
Leaving 
the soldiers below, I took two of my 
men, and bidding the landlady go be- 
fore, went up to his door. 
I bade the 
landlady knock and tell Downing that 
some friends from Chicago wanted to 
see him. 
She could leave the rest to 
me. 
She did so. 
Downing bit at 
once and we could hear him dre^Mug. 
The hall was dark, and we stood on 
either side of the door. 
When 
he 
opened the door he was in the best pos- 
sible situation for capture had he been 
disposed to put up a fight, for he was 
in the act of jDutting on his coat and 
had one arm through his sleeve and 
the other only half through, so that 
he couldn't have used either to advan- 
tage, 
I grabbed him by the collar and 
explained our errand briefly. 
Instead 
of fight, he wilted like an Icicle ou the 
Washington pavement in July. 


"Entering his room, we found hia 
effects, the cipher he was to use iix 
telegraphing to his Spanish employer, 
some destroyed 
correspondenco; 
in 
fact, everything necessary to make out 
a perfect case. 
He never recovered 
from his collanse. 
He had 
brains 
enough to see that it was all up w ith 
him. 
We 
turned him over 
to tho 
soldiers, who took him to the mili- 
tary prison, and there, after a sevt^ra 
attack of melancholia, he 
committel 
suicide by hanging."

Peru is a land of fat things. 
There 
are really so many 
wonderful prod- 
ucts here that I hesitate to describa 
them for fear I may not be believed. 
What would you think of string beans 
as long as your arm. 
We saw lots of 
them at the vegetable stands. 
They 
were tied up in bunches and 
hung 
upon poles. We saw potatoes as yellow 
as gold. 
These are the papas amaril- 
las of Peru, which are a bright yellow 
when cooked. 
^Yesaw sweet potatoes 
of 
many kinds, some of which were 
as 
big 
as the yams 
of 
America. 
Then there were quantities of yucca, 
a tuber which grows abont two feet 
long, and which is as big around as a 
baseball club. 
It is not unlike the 
potato, but the flesh is more trans- 
parent, waxy and jelly-like. 
This is 
one of the chief foods of Peru, 
We 
saw roasting ears at nearly every veg- 
etable stand, and in the grain mar- 
kets handled varieties of corn which 
I have never seen at home. 
Some of 
the corn was as black as ink, and an- 
other kind was of a light yellow, with 
grains almost'as bipT as a Lima bean. 
These two varieties are so meally that 
you can make flour of them by pound- 
ing them with a stone. 
They come 
from the mountain farms, and to a 
great extent form the food of that part 
of 
Peru. 
We 
saw 
squashes 
and 
melons of all kinds. 
Many of the 
vegetables I could not understand,and 
the fruits embraced those which are 
grown in the tropics, as well as ap- 
ples, peaches and pears. 
The apple.«} 
were not good, however, and most of 
the peaches we saw were of the cling- 
stone kind. 
The best fruits are the 
grapes, the ohiremoya, which is as big 
as a naval orange, aud which tastes a 
little like ice cream; the palta, which 
is eaten as a salad or an appetizer, 
M-ith vinegar, salt aird pepj^er, 
aud 
which has a flesh not unlike that of 
of stiff butter; 
the blue and white 
iigs, whicli grow in all the coast val- 
leys, and bananas of many kind» and 
diiierent varieties of oranges, 
limes 
and lemons. 
Then they have here 
guavas, pomgranates; tunas, the fruit 
of the cactus, and olives, which are 
jjickletl in such a way that when they 
come to the table they are black and 
soft rather than green and solid, like 
olives we eat.—Frank G. 
Carpenter 
in Washington Star.

It is nearly forty years 
since M. 
Henri Dunant,a native of the republic 
of Switzerland, witnessed the battle 
of Soli'erino, and was a horrified ob- 
server of the unnecessary suffering of 
the wounded from lack of care. 
Be- 
ing greatly impressed by the sight he 
published a little book called 
''Sou- 
venir de Solferiuo,'* and pointed out 
the urgent necessity of forming a corps 
of 
surgeons 
and 
nurses Avho could 
work in the 
cause of humanity, 
re- 
gardless of nationality, and who might 
be protected by 
a flag of 
neutrality, 
and be permitted to serve on the field 
of battle and aid the woundetl. 
This 
little volume appealed to all v;ho read 
it, and the outcome was a convention 
held at Geneva, 
Switzerland, 
in Au- 
gust, 1864, by representatives from 
sixteen of the 
great nations of the 
world, who then signed a compact of 
strict neutrality 
that 
assured, under 
certain specified regulations, 
a com- 
plete protection to the members of the 
association when 
caring 
for 
the 
wounded on the field of battle. 
The 
flag of Switzerland is heraldically de- 
scribed as 
"on 
a field gules, a cross 
argent,'* aud 
the 
so.nely adopted it 
out of cDmpliment to its birthplace, 
only 
versing the colors. 
Today the 
insignia 
of the 
International com- 
mittee is the red 
cross on a white 
field, and is the only military hospital 
flag in the civilized M'orld which ¡pro- 
tects all jjersons from molestation who 
work under it or rightfully wear the 
emblem when 
performing 
their ser- 
vice. 
The 
insignia 
is 
jealously 
guarded, and the brassards aud arm- 
lets, that 
are sewed 
on the sleeve 
when issued in 
time 
of war, 
are 
marked with private devices, so that 
both armies may be protected frotu 
spies, and 
that 
none 
but those en- 
gaged in 
the work 
of 
helping 
the 
wounded shall be ^'immune." 


M. Gustav 
Moynier, 
president of 
the 
Society 
of Public Utility, was 
elected and still remains president of 
the international 
committee of 
the 
Bed Cross, the headquarters of which 
are at Geneva. 
Sixty-two 
nations 
have signed the compact. 
In 18H2, 
Miss Clara Barton, who had already 
distinguished herself by her services 
as a nurse during 
the civil war, was 
delegated 
by 
the 
president of 
the 
United States to represent her country 
at a congress of the Red Cross com- 
mittee, and she 
was made a member 
of the international board of managers 
when the United States 
government 
signed the international 
treaty. 
It 
was at Miss Barton's suggestion that 
a line of work was adopted by the in- 
ternational 
committee, 
so that each 
nation might pursue an occupation in 
time of piece that would qualify it to 
be of service in an emergency, there- 
by keeping 
its 
national Red Cross 
association in an active state of organ- 
ization. 
It was determined that the 
study of diseases, methods of 
treat- 
ment, 
more particularly without the 
use of alcoholic stimulants, and the 
education of doctors and nurses should 
bo pursued. 
In the formation of the 
constitution of the American National 
Red Cross 
association 
a still wider 
range of activities was adopted. 
It 
was hoped that we should have no 
wars, 
but 
calamities 
aud disasters 
were always to be apprehended, 
and 
the organization 
determined to i?ro- 
vide aid for such emergencies. 
Other 
jjations, seeing the usefulness of what 
has been called the ''American amend- 
ment" are following our example and 
adding the 
amendment to their con- 
stitutions. During the past seventeen 
years the American Red 
Cross has 
given aid to 
sufferers in fifteen dis- 
asters or famines, the Russians, Ar- 
menians and Cubans being those who 
have received aid outside of our own 
countrymen. 


Notwithstanding the fact that Mi«s 
Barton advocated 
starting hosijitals 
during peace, no such work has been 
aone in America, with the 
exception 
of one institution which Miss Barton 
installed and oi^ened in the 
city of 
New York in 1894. 
It was founded 
by Miss Betlina Hofker—now the wife 
of Dr. A.Monae Lesser—a graduate of 
the Mount Sinai training school 
for 
nurses, the daughter of a 


a fair compensation for their services, 
the sisters of the Red Cross get noth- 
iug wUntover. 
With the danger of a 
war 
before us, 
noble 
professional 
nurses h ave come forward by hundreds, 
and offered their 
services 
for Red 
Cross work. 
They fully comprehend 
the magnitude and importance of the 
work that they will be called upon to 
perform, and undertake it quite aware 
that they are giving gratuitous ser- 
vice. 


But what lahall be said of the un* 
professional 
women 
who, 
without 
training or skill, offer themselves ns 
assistants to the Red Cross? It would 
seem folly to accept their services, and 
yet the officers of the 
society 
base 
their opinion on the experience gained 
in the Franco-Prussian war» when the 
princesses of Prussia and women qf all 
degree offered their services 
to 
tho 
Red Cross, and proved of inestimable 
assistance. 


The trained nurses 
will 
have lifo 
and death in their hands, but the un- 
trained assistants will have no less re- 
sponsibility, for while upon one Avifl 
the care of the sick 
devolve, on 
tha 
other the protection 
of 
the healthy 
will fall, and in a hostile country,with 
unacclimated persons, the task will bo 
neither easy nor light. 
A great bat- 
tle has been fought; the "Red Cross" 
is called for; bearers begin 
to carry 
in the Avounded. 
The country is de- 
vastated, smoking ruins show where 
tho homes of 
the inhabitants 
once 
stood; there is no shelter, thpre are 
no provisions; the wounded famish for 
a sip of water, 
which would poison 
them if 
served 
from the 
j^olluted 
streams about them. 
The surgeons 
and 
nurses 
are 
bending 
over 
the 
wounded, leudering professional aid. 
The 
unprofessional 
worker 
is now 
alert and calls to her aid 
her 
house- 
•wife's training, and looks after the 
comforts and wants of an 
emergency 
household. 
While the trained nurses 
have been providing themselves with 
bandage«, lint, etc., the assistant has 
been loading a small cart with bread, 
boiled water, tea, coffee, etc., and she 
hurriedly follgws the ambulance corps, 
A sheet thrown over the branch of a 
tree makes a shelter, fires are lighted, 
food is prepared, and the assistant fol- 
lows the nurses and doctors, feeds tha 
wounded, and gives a woman's gentle 
aid to the 
soldier. 
As 
nurses 
aud 
doctors 
turn 
exhausted 
from 
their 
fatiguing tasks, the improvised 
tent 
offers the shelter and food provided by 
the assistant. 


It is for this kind of work that the 
unprofessional 
women 
are offering 
themselves. 


IMfC Bird-Eatinsr FrojpH. 


A species of bird-eating frogs in- 
fests the swamps around Susquehanna, 
Penn. 
These huge croakers have also 
proved destructive to young chickens. 
Recently a farmer named Wainwright 
of Herrick had his attention called to 
the 
bird-eating 
propensity 
of 
this 
species of frog by the cries of a small 
bird in a nearby swamp. 
Thinking it 
had been seized by a snake, he has- 
tened to the spot, and saw a beautiful 
red and green bird in the mouth of a 
large, greenish frog. 
Only the bird's 
head was visible, aud its cries becom- 
ing fainter, the frog was killed and 
the bird released. 
Its feathers were 
all. wet and slimy, and for some days 
it could be distinguished in the garden 
by its rutHed plumage. 


Since then others of the same 
spe- 
cies of frog have, on several occasions, 
been killed with young chickens lialf 
swallowed, and once a duckling was 
rescued from the same fate. 


The frogs make a chuckling sound 
so nearly like that of a hen calling her 
chickens for food that whole broods 
have been deceived and have rushed 
toward tho swamp, Avhere they sup- 
posed the hen to be. 
The frogs are 
wary, and it is difficult to 
find 
them 
except 
by 
the squeaks 
of "distress 
from their victims.—New York Press.

Washinj? Milk Veoseln. 


All through the warm weather, par- 
ticular care is needed to cleanse ves- 
Bels tliat have contained milk. If any 
f)artk'le of milk is left In the crevices 
or CMirners of vessels, 11 will sour and 
affect any milk that is afterward add- 
ed. Many people in cleaning milk from 
vessels wash them first with scalding 
hot water. This is a mistake, The.hot 
water only coagulates the albumen, 
causing It to stick more closely to the 
6ldos of the vesseL If It be of tin, the 
courlng of the milk soon eats through 
the coating of tin, and causes rust on 
the iron beneath It, What we call tin 
Is merelp^ Iron with a very thin tin coat- 
ing. Ko such vessel Is fit for long use, 
QS the tin will wear through, and all 
the more quickly If the coagulated al- 
bumen, made by hot water and milk, 
requires hard rubbing to remove It. 
The right way to clean milk vessels is 
to rinse them well with cold water, 
and then scald them, to destroy any 


f 
rerms that the cold water may, have 
eft.

proved length varies from three or four 
to twenfj'-throe iiiehcs. A Siamese ex- 
quisite permits tho nails on his llngora 
to grow to such an extent 
that lúa 
hands are l^raclically useless. The ar- 
istocrats who aíToot those nails can- 
not write, dr??s themselves or even 
food tho^usolvos. 


The Siamese hold the long ilrgor nail 
tn the same rovoronco wo hold the 
family troe. Many of thonvnever have 
their nails cut from the day of their 
birth. On tho ürst üngor the nail is of 
moderate length—three or four inchei 
—while on tho otlior ilugors the nails 
grow occasionally to two feet 
The 
thumb nail, which is also Allowed to 
grow long, after roachlng a 
certain 
length curves around like a corkscrew. 


In both China and Slam the owners 
of long nails wear'metal eases over 
them to preserve them, made of gold 
or silver, and jeweled. 
While 
long 
oalls are not regarded as singular in 
China, they are rarely met with except 
on fanatics and pedantic scholars. 


Among the fakirs in Hindoostan n 
peculiar custom is that of holding the 
hand tightly clenched and in one posi- 
tion so long that at last the nails grow 
through the palm, emerging at 
the 
back of the hand and growing thence 
almost to the wrist. When the wasted 
muscles refuse to support the arm any 
longer it Is bound In position 
with 
cords. 


In Nubla tho long nail is regarded as 
Indicative of good brooding. The aris- 
tocrats constantly subject their finger- 
lips to cedar wood fire to insure a good 
growth. 


The inhabitants of the 
Marquesas 
Hands aro among tho most expert tat- 
looors on earth, and not oven the crown 
Df tho head, the fingers and the toos 
ire exempt from 
the 
noodle.

iiands are ornamontod

pattern, so the hand would look as 
Ihough Incasod in a tight-fitting glove 
t\'ore It not for the finger nails of enor- 
mous length which complete tho hand 
idorumont of the woalthior natives.
